New Work for New Woman. 


A rather interesting experiment is 
proposed in Jersey City, where the 
Woman's club is urged to bid for the 
street-cleaning contract. It should be 
noted that this is no off-hand sugges- } 
tion, but the natural resule of what 
mebers of the club have already done as 
individuals, and as a committee of the 
club. To begin with, the streets of Jer- 
sey City were carelessly and imper- 
fectly cleaned, as is the rule almost 
everywhere. The women began last 
spring to make themselves amateur in- 
spectors. The street cleaning contract 
is let for $40,000 to Henry Burns, who 
employs Italians to do the sweeping. 
When the women went out, either walk- 
ing or driving, they made it a rule to 
watch the sweepers, 

If they saw one idling or doing his 
work carelessly; they would stop and 
speak to him, and if this did no good, 
would go to the inspector, and in case 
of failure there, to the contractor. 

As the women were persistent, the 
sweepers began to form a habit of 
working whenréver there was a woman 
near at hand, and as there are a good 
many women on the streets, the habit 
of working nearly all the time was es- 
tablished before. they knew it. 

The inspectors are said to be aston- 
ished at the quantity and quality of the 
work done, and all agree that the 
streets are in beter condition than ever 
before. 

So much for what may be called the 
preliminary stage of the contemplated 
experiment, The second stage came un- 
expectedly when one of the committee 
of ladies went to the board of finace to 
suggest certain improvements in the 
work. 

Speaking for the others, she said they 
represented large taxable values, and 
wished to have a larger aprpopriation 
made for street cleaning and to have 
the sytem developed somewhat on the 
lines established by Col. Waring in 
New York. She also suggested that 
even’if no more money were granted, 
better results could be obtained by a 
different regulation’ of expenditure. 
Then one of the commissioners suggest- 
ed that the women themselves put in a 
pid for cleaning the streets, and went 
on to explain that he was quite in ear- 
nest and thought they could get the 
contract if they would take It. 

There the matter stands at present, 
the women are seriously considering do- 


ing just what has been suggested to 
them. 
One rather hopeful feature of the 


present case is that the clubwomen, 
while considering the proposition that 
they bid for the work are going on just 
as before in seeing that the work is as 
well done as possible by,those who now 
manage it.—Hartford Times.

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Schools in Manila. 


MANILA, June 10—Padre McKinnon 
has gone to Negros to join his regiment, 
the first California volunteers, prepar- 
atory to starting for home, and the 
schools, the cemeteries, and the leper 
hospital are left without a superin- 
tendent,. Padre McKinnon has had a 
lively year of it. Before we took Ma- 
nila he was constantly exposed not 
only to the dangers which the men of 
his regiment met, but also to several 
others of his own seeking, as, for in- 
stance, when he walked into the city to 
see the Archbishop, and was shot at 
several times by the Spaniards before 
they recognized him as a priest. On the 
day of the surrender of the Spaniards 
Father McKinnon was wounded 
slightly as he advanced along the beach 
with his regiment. 

Almost at the beginning of the Amer- 
fean occupation of Manila Padre Mc- 
Kinnon was put in charge of the public 
schools, The system under the Span- 
jards was not very extensive, nor was 
the work very thorough, and there was 
a lot of hard work for the padre in get- 
ting things to running again in any- 
thing like proper shape. Before he had 
fairly got started at it, the leper hos- 
pital was put in his charge, and there 
was a lot more work. : 

Then he was made superintendent of 
the cemeteries, all of those in Manila 
being under his direction, and that did 
make his hands full. All this work the 
padre has looked after steadily since he 
took hold of it last fall, and besides, he 
has found time somehow to go n with 
his boys under fire in their fighting 


about Manila. 


It was in the schools that Father Mc- 
Kinnon was most interested. At the 
start it was low work There were com- 
parative few pupils and there were only 
two schoolhouses. Both of these were 
conducted by the Jesuits, one in the 
walled city and the other in Malata. 
The school in the walled city was the 
only regular municipal school in Ma- 
nila; that in Malat was a normal school 
for the training of teachers, conducted 
much on the lines of similar institutions 
in the states. 

These schools the padre arranged at 
once to continue, the Jesuit fathers be- 
ing glad of the opportunity. There had 
been several district schools of little 
better than primary standing, and these 
Father McKinnon reorganized and set 
at work as soon as possible. He was 
able toemploy most of the old teachers, 
and where these could not De had he 
found others. This was not a matter of 
great difficulty, although it required 
some time. 

The Filipino as a rule is extremely 
ambitious for his children. Especially 
is this so in the matter of education. 
There was no great lack of pupils when 
it became known that the new schools 
were free and that care would be taken 
of all the children who came. It soon 
became necessary to provide more room 
and Father McKinnon began to spread 
out. Buildings were rented in various 
parts of the city, and new schools were 
opened as fast as was required. Teach- 
ers were not difficult to get, although 
the pay was very small, in very few 
cases amounting to $20 (Mexican) a 
month. 

The system was in a flourishing con- 
dition last fall when Father McKinnon 
met his first indication of the insurrec- 
tionary movement. It came in the shap? 
of a prohibition by Aguinaldo of one of 
his petp lans. He had arranged for a 
formal raising of the Stars and Strives 
over the normal school building in Ma- 
lata. All the native teachers and some 
of the pupils were to take part in the 
ceremonies, and an elaborate program 
was prepared. Aguinaldo simply for- 
bade any Filipino to have anything to 
do with the raising of the American flag 
and all obeyed him. 

Nevertheless the flag ws raised on the 
day’and at the time appointed. After 
that the feeling between the Americans 
and Filipinos kept growing steadily 
more and more strained, and its effect 
was shown in a diminishing attendance 
at the schools. There were some pupils, 
however, who were faithful, and even 
in the most trying times of the first 
fighting the schools were not shut down 
altogether. 

A couple of months ago Father Mc- 
Kinnon decided to begin giving instruc- 

tions in English. There were a few of 
his regular teachers who were compe- 
tent to give the children a start in the 
new Official language and a few Span- 
jards wer found who could and would 
help. Then some of the American 
women here took hold and the English 
department was pretty well equipped. 
An astonishing increase in the number 
of pupils was the immediate result. 
Men and women applied as well as the 
children, The Filipinos are eager to 
learn English, and they display an as- 
tonishing aptitude for it. They came 
in such numbers that it was necessary 
to establish an age limit, and now only 
children between 6 and 14 are admitted 
to the schools. There are more than 
5000 pupils, and there is hardly room 
for them all in the 82 schools which 
have been established since Father Mc- 
Kinnon took hold of the system. 

In general the curriculum of the Ma- 
nila schools is not extended or ad- 
vanced, The simple rudiments are 
taught for the most part, but on the 
whole the work under Fathet McKin- 
non has been very successful, and it 
almost entirely due to his. untiring en- 
ergy and interest in the work that it is 
so. The schools have closed now for 
the long summer vacation, and there 
will be no effort to select a new super- 
intendent until it is certain that 
Father McKinnon jis not coming back. 

Naturally he desires to go home with 
his regiment and be mustered out with 
his boys with whom he started from 
San Francisco last summer. But he has 
become so much interested in his work 
out here and in the people with whom 
that work has thrown him in contact, 
that he is more than willing to come 
back and go on with the work. The 
Archbishop of Manila is very anxious 
to have him return, and will have him 
appointed his own coadjutor if the 
padre does come back. Father McKin- 
non certatnly has done very excellent 
work here, and lot of it, and it will 
be extremely difficult to finda man to 
take his place. Also, but that is of no 
consequence, it wil be extremely diffi- 
ph for the man whoever he is.—N, Y. 
Sun,

Cavalry Life in Cuba. 


William O'Neill, troop F, Seventh U. 
8. cavalry, has written to a relative of 
his experiences in Cuba. He gays in 
part: 

-“We are well prepared for the 
weather gown here now, a8 we. have 
recentiay removed trom camp to bar- 
racks, which are to be our permanent 
quarters,. The barracks are occupied: 
by eight troops of cavalry, eight com- 
panies of infantry, two light batteries, 
and Second artiliery—so you see there 
are quite a number of us to make 
things lively. ; 

“Our quarters are more comfortable 
than the old camp. Our troop all sleep 
in one large room, and you can imagine 
what it is like when I happen to awake 
during the night, and hear the boys try- 
ing to out-do each other snoring, and 
talking in their sleep. One fellow starts 
about 1 o’clock every morning, and for 
about five minutes you can hear him 
calling off the figures as though 
prompting at one of the dances. Others 
dream they are riding some vicious 
horse, and to hear them cry “whoa” 
would almost cause you to break your 
sides laughing, but it is seldom they 
wake me up. I am god till reveille. 

“Reveille call is at 4.45, when we are 
obliged to. turn out and dress, wash up, 
roll our screens and blankets, and go 
out in line for assembly (roll call) which 
comes at 4.55. Mess call is at 5.30; 
stable and fatigue, 6.00; drill at 7.00; 
stables last one hour, drill one hour, re- 
call from drill at 8.00; water call at 
9.00, after which we have time to our- 
selves till 12.00, when we dine. 

“There is practically nothing to do 
until stable and water call at 4.00; mess 
call is at 5.15; then drill from 6.00 to 
sundown, about 7.00. Of course, these 
are days when not on guard duty, and 
one can find plenty to do cleaning his 
outfit a little better than it is, besides 
doing police work between calls; but if 
a fellow looks at it right, he is not so 
badly off but what he might be worse. 

‘Last week we started to build a 
road to the sea, a distance of five miles. 
A detail of 60 men, armed with ma- 
chetes were sent out to do the work and 
the job is no easy one, with the brush 
head high. and a hot Cuban sun pour- 
ing down upon you does not make it 
any easier, but I would rather do five 
hours of this kind of work than one 
hour in any of the mills in Lawrence. 
“T had quite an adventure few 
nights ago, while doing provost’ ditty. 
A couple of dough-boys (infantry)jjand 
a number of Cubans were having a'free 
and easy in a saloon and breaking the 
furniture, etc., in a general way. One 
threw a bottle of beer. which just 
threw a bottle of beer which just missed 
the proprietor’s head and crashed 
through a large mirror behind the bar. 
The proprietor did not like the way 
things were going and began crying for 
help. Hearing the noise, I rode up 
double quick and entered the saloon 
while mounted. At my approach the 
Cubans fled. but the rest were just 
drunk enough to care for nothing. The 
dough-boys refused to leave when I or- 
dered them to, so I prodded the trou- 
ble maker with my gabre, which made 
him realize that it would be best to 
obey orders. While trying to convince 
him to leave with me, one of his friends 
attempted to throw me from the saddle, 
but I gave him a low cut with the flat 
of the blade and he was glad to lie 
down. By this time my horse was very 
mad, and I was feeling that way my- 
self, so I put my sabre away, and drew 
my revolver and told them if they 
wanted to reach camp alive they had 
best be moving, which they very gladly 
did, with myself in the rear. If I had 
preferred I could have had them se- 
verely punished, and would be justified 
in shooting the one that assaulted me, 
because the military law is very strict 
here. This is only one of the many dis- 
turbances one runs into here, for we 
have to patrol the whole city and we 
are obliged to arrest all drunks and dis- 
turbers. You can imagine how it is 
after pay day. 

This country is all right when you 
get acclimated, but some of the boys 
find that hard to do, on account of so 
much sickness. The long march over 
the mountains for the past two weeks 
in all kinds of Cuban weather was a 
good bit of experience to us. It will 
be hard for you to imagine what it was 
like; a very slow jog, all day long in the 
sun and rain. In time we would be- 
eome numb, but still that slow jog. 
‘Would night never come?’ was our only 
thought. At last the men in advance 
have found a place to camp, with 
plenty of grass for the horses, wiich 
are ready to drop. Then comes the 
command to dismount, unsaddle and tte 
up. The picket line is thrown, the 
horses hitched and saddles lined up. 
While this is going on, preparations for 
supper are under way, and after the 
horses are rested we take them to water 
and then feed and groom them, ¢fter 
which we have supper ourselves. Those 
who are in need of liniment go to the 
ambulance, which by the way, com- 
prises a mule with a pack on his tack, 
and get fixed up. 

“In the morning, when we strike the 
saddle: for another day’s ride, it is a 
pleasure that is not very much relisted. 
But we must get hardened to it, for 
there is no pity for each, and the siy- 
ing is, ‘Get sore in the saddle, get vell 
in the saddle’.”’

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Prominent Lawrence Man Dead._ 


Morris Knowles, one of Lawrence’s 
pioneer citizens, died at his home 179 
Newbury street Saturday night aged 89 
years and six months. Death was caus-. 
ed by a general breaking up of the sys- 
tem, the end being hastened by a cold, 
which he contracted about ten days 
ago. His physical force had been grad- 
ually declining and he had been con- 
fined to his home the greater part of the 
past year. A few weeks ago he improv- 
ed somewhat and he was able to ride 
out occasionally until the cold devel- 


oped. 

He lapsed into unconsciousness two or 
three days before his death and the end 
came very peacefully. Previous to this 
comatose state his mind had been per- 
fectly clear, 

Mr. Knowles’ life was a noble exam- 
ple of a self-made man. His school 
training concluded at the age of 17, he 
began his apprenticeship as a carpen- 
ter laying the foundation for a business 
career which was not ended until hehad 
reached the topmost round of the lad- 
der and had built many monuments to 
his enterprise and ability. These monu- 
ments include a large number of the 
princival mills of the city. | 

Morris Knowles, the son of Morris 
and Polly (Caverly) Knowles was born 
in Northwood, N. H., Feb. 6, 1810, He 
was of English ancestry on both sides. 
His mother and father were born in 
Northwood. After completing his school 
training in the district school he serv- 
ed his apprenticeship as a carpenter 
until he attained his majority. Then in 
April 1831, he went to Lowell»where he 
entered the employment of Joseph M. 
Dodge who has just begun the building 
of the Tremont and Suffolk mills. His 
power of conception readily manifested 
itself. In a few years he became fore- 
man and in 1843 a partner in the busi- 
ness: 

This association continued until 1847 
when in April he came to Lawrence, 
then known as the “new city.” 

He was one of a number of residents 
of Lowell who came to Lawrence 
at that time and by their ener- 
gy and personality did much toward 
the well beginning of the city. He came 
here to fulfill an engagement with Hon. 
Charles S. Sotrrow then of the Essex 
company to build the Atlantic mills 
and the Lawrence machine shop, now 
the Everett mills, by contract. These 
buildings Were finished in 1849, and in 
1850 he built No. 8 mill for the Atlantic 
company. In 1852 he received the con- 
tract to build the Pacific mills and 
print works and other buildings con~- 
nected with them. These were brought 
to completion in 1854. 

From that time until 1870 he was en- 
gaged in building other mills in Law- 
rence, churches and vartous other 
structures, Among these buildings 
were the new Pacific mill and most of 
the other mills of the lower Pacific 
plant, the Pemberton mill, Duck; the 
Perry, now the Kunhardt mill, Merri- 
mac and Monroe paper mills, ‘the Far- 
well bleachery, then known as the Es- 
sex company’s mill, and Trinity an@ 
Grace churches. 

As a contractor his attention was 
confined to these larger undertakings, 
rather than to residential construction, 
Because of his thorough knowledge of 
the subject he was often consulted rel- 
ative to building. 

In 1870 he was chosen one of the three 
commissioners to supervise the con- 
struction of the city water works, His 
associates on that board were William 
Barbour and Patrick Murphy, both of 
whom are deceased. Their appoint- 
ments were made by Mayor John K. 
Tarbox, also now deceased. 

During his term of three years Mr, 
Knowles devoted much of his time to 
this work, fulfilling the duties required 
of him in this public trust in the same 
conscientious manner as. characterized 
his business relations. 

In 1875 he began building mills for the 
Arlington company. He had charge of 
the construction of all of the Arlington 
cotton mills and the majority of the 
other mills of this corporation. 

He continued in business until 1885, 
when he retired with.a competence and 
an honorable record. His son George A. 
Knowles succeeded him. 

He travelled extensively for a num- 
ber of years visiting Alaska, Cuba Bur- 
muda, Mexico and California, and oth- 
er points of interest in this country. 

Mr. Knowles served in the house of 
representaives in 1850 and 1851 and in 
the board of aldermen in 1861 and 1863. 
He was a member of the Lawrence 
street church and during the 50 years 
and more existence of that church held 
the same pew. He was a man of strong 
character, firm in his convictions as to 
right and wrong and enjoyed the es- 
teem of all who knew him. 

He was married in January, 1836, at 
Pittsfield, N. H., to Miss Sarah Green, 
who died many years ago. He is sur- 
vived by three children, Charles E. and 
George A. Knowles, and Mrs. Cc. H. 
Smith all of this city. A daughter, Mrs. 
Cc. W. Hanson of Northwood died last 
year. He was a member of thé Veteran 
Volunteer Firemen’s association. The 
funeral will take place Tuesday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. \ . 

Rev. F. H. Page will officiate in the 
absence of Rev. William E. Wolcott. It 
is possible that Rev. Lyman Whiting of 
East Charlton, Mass., who was the first 
pastor of the Lawrence street church, 
will assist.

The fact develops 
that the man, who, it was supposed, 
had been married some 14 years, Was 
never legally wedded to the woman 
with whom he has been living. 

The man went home one day recently 
and asked that his clothes be pressed. 
He subsequently disappeared, and the 
woman who had presided over his 
household so long, suspected that he 
had eloped with the young woman to 
whom, it is said, he had been paying 
attentions for some time. 

Investigation confirmed her suspl- 
cions, for according to report, he and 
the former bookkeeper were married in 
Boston, The latter was a prepossessing 
woman, chick and stylish, and one who 
would attract admiring glances.

Pare, quarter ahd core the quinces 
and throw into cold water as prepared. 
Put the cores and parings into a preserv- 
ing kettle with two quarts of water to 
each quart of parings, cook slowly for 
half an hour and strain, Return the 
strained liquid to the kettle, and drop in 
as many pieces of the fruit as possible 
without crowding.

Remove and add more fruit, until all is 
cooked. When all are-done measure the 
liquid that remains; for ten pounds 
the fruit there should be two cunster 
liquid; if less, add ,hot water to maké 
up the amount. Add nine pounds of 
granulated sugar, and cook slowly toa 
syrup, skimming often, Then drop in 
the pieces of quinces, a few at a time, 
and simmer until ‘transparent. . Drop 
them in the jars as cooked, and when all 
are done bring the syrup to a boil, fill 
up the jars and seal,

A few days ago, the Townsman repor- 
ter was invited by Selectman William G, 
Goldsmith to take an early’ morning's 
drive to inspect the beauties of Carmel 
Woods where Mr, Goldsmith has spent 
much of his time in. a labor of love; love 
for the beauties of nature here outspread 
and desire to improve thé surroundings 
On the morning in ques- 
tion, Mr, Goldsmith and the writer 
started from the former’s residence on 
Elm Street shortly after 7 o’clock and 
soon drove up to the entrance of the 
Woods on the Old Railroad. We pro- 
ceeded toward the “Outlook,” along a 
firm, well graded road, bordered on 
either side by beautifil trees while 
through the spaces between them we 
now and then caught a glimpse of the 
lovely plain of the Shawshin valley, and 
more distant, the hills of the West Parish 
and Tewksbury ; still more distant, the 
blue outlines of New Hampshire moun- 
tains. On the right as we advanced we 
Observed the stately pine grove of the 
Johnson estate while later, a view of the 
former site of a peach orchard, now 
cleared of most of the under-brush and 
growing year by year more beautiful, 
greets us, ‘ 

But what a glorious prospect there is 
from the “Outlook!” Through the vis- 
tas in the trees which have been ¢ut to 
allow an uninterrupted view, our eyes. 
travel to the westward over the Shawshin 
intervale, past farm houses, cultivated 
lands, green meadows, groves, wooded. 
hills, until away | on 
our gaze, rests on the | grand ol 
‘hills and mountains of the Granite State. 
There. loom up, Grand Manadnoc. Peter- 
boro ahd Temple mountains, plainly visi- 
ble ona clear day. ‘l'othe north, another 
fine view may be had of Lawrence with 
the water tower a prominent feature in 
the landscape. Then to the east, we 
catch a glimpse of the North Andover 
hills and the handsome.residence of Hon, 
Moses T. Stevens nestling among the 
trees, making a bright spot against the 
dark green background.

Much interest is “exhibited im the re- 
cent experiments made by Sir Norman 
Lockyer with a flexible film, his idea 
being to adapt it to spectroscopic pho- 
tography The large concave Rowland 
grating which he has in use for his 
solar spectroscopic photographs is 21 1-2 
feet radius, and has some 20,000 lines to 
the inch ruled on the surface; it gives 
a spectrum 30 inches long. 

The focal plane of this grating is of 
necessity considerably cruved, and it 
is, therefore, impossible to get. a sharp 
photograph of the whole spectrum on 
a glass plate; in fact not more than 18 
or 20 inches of the spectrum can be 
brought into focus on the same plate, 
the difficulty in question being gotten 
over by using a flexible film which is 
bent to the curviture of the field. The 
point of the photographs taken with 
this Rowland concave grating is the 
‘longest solar spectrum ever  photo- 
graphed at a single operation, viz., 30 
inches.

The development of electrical power 
at Niagara Falls in vast quantities has 


resulted in the installation in the new 


Carmelite Hospice of an electric plant 
for cooking and heating, which has not 
its equal in the world. This hospice is 
located on the Canadian side of the 
ehh some distance back from the 
alls. 


From the power station to the trans-_ 


former house of the hospice, two miles, 
the current is conducted on bare copper 
wires. About 100 horse power is used 
in the hospice, 25 horse power for light- 
ing, cooking and heating water, and 75 
horse power for heating the lower floor 
of the building. 

In the butler’s pantry there are 
three 5-gallon urns and a chafing dish 
electrically operated. One of the urns 
is used for tea, one for coffee, and one 
for boiling water to supply the coffee 
and tea urns. 

In In the kitchen are to be found 
features that are most interesting. The 
range has a heating surface of six 
square feet, and each square foot of 
surface has a switch and can be con- 
trolled to full or half heat at the will of 
the operator or cook. The baking and 
roasting facilities are included in two 
small ovens and one large oven. The 
large is so arranged that it will roast 
four 25-pound roasts of meat at one 
time. Some idea of the work this equip- 
ment may be gained from what was 
accomplished in it on June 15, the oc- 
casion of the blessing of the building, 
and its formal opening for sacred pur- 
poses. At that time all the meats for 
250 people were cooked in two and one- 
half hours, while all the other cooking 
for the same number of people was 
done at the same time. This is with the 
exception of the soup, which was made 
the day before, as it required many 
hours of attention to be good, As the 
heat of all the apparatus is uniform, 
the liability to burn is less /than with 
other fuels. As the point of: baking or 
roasting is plainly fndicated the cook 
can make no mistake. In the small 
ovens bread can be baked in 18 min- 
utes.—Scientific American. 


The fact is worth noting that at the 
present time America. leads in the 
world’s supply of the two metals fore- 
most in the electric field, coper heing 
the positive metal, and zine the nega- 
tive; but though only a negative. metal, 
no substitute for the latter has yet 
been found. The smelting of zinc is ex- 
Densive, a large amount of coal being 
usually required to smelt it, this being 
done by vaporizing the ore. and then 
condensing, and there are few ores so 
volatile The world’s production of this 
remarkable article is estimated at about 
400,000 tons of the ore, of which this 
country produces 265,000 tons each year. 
Tt is also figured that three-fourths of 
the zine ore comes from’ the Missouri- 
as, where the ore 
runs about 50 per cent metallic zinc, 
The production this. year will, it ig 
thought, ‘reach . 270,000 “eons; 


COOKING,IN A CARMELITE | 
HOSPICE. FU 
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It seems that abroad the demand for 
the new fuel, astalki, as a steam pro- 
ducer, is constantly on the increase. As 
already explained, it is a product of the 
oil wells of Baku,, a dark, viscous 
fluid, not more: inflammable than vege- 
table oil and less so than coal; nothing 
else is. now burned on the railways in 
central (Asia, the Caucuses, and south- 
ern Russia, on the Black Sea, Caspian 
and river steamers, and in the innu- 
merable industrial works now spring- 
ing into existence on the Azov littoral. 
In feéding furnaces with astalki the 
principle in all cases is that of the Root 
blower. A.current of steam, or prefera- 
bly air, carrying with it the fuel in 
minute subdivision, is forced at high 
pressure through the nozzle or “pul- 
verizer” into the tutbular interior of the 
boiler to be heated; the result is an in- 
tensly white, roaring flame, and in 
pulverizers of the latest type the value 
of the material as compared with coal. 
as a steam raiser, is rated at two and 
a half to oné. Then, too, no force of 
stokers is required, all that is necessary 
in the largest steamer being a man to 
regulate the supply by taps, and there 
is no smoke, litter or dust.
